The Free Speech Movement that hit Berkeley four years 


ago finally has reached the MPC campus. 
The local version of the movement is a bulletin board in 
the breezeway between L-3 and L-4 known as “Down with the 


Establishment.” 


‘Blind Owl’ 


This bulletin board is the creation of Behrouz Saba and 


George Vahey. Saba, a foreign 
and is referred to as the Blind 
Owl, a self-made critic of movies, 
morality, and school. Vahey, or 
“One,” whichever you prefer, is 
the one responsible for trying to 
open the eyes of students on the 
most controversial of subjects that 
he feels should be looked upon. 

The problem occurred when an 
article from the Partisan Review 
was placed on the board. This arti- 
cle was more or less a complete 
description on the practice of onan- 
ism, or what is more commonly 
known as masturbation or “self- 
gratification.” 


Pressure 


Many students and some faculty 
members complained about this 
article as “obscene.” The question 
arose as how this article was ap- 
proved. Pressure was placed on 
Dr. George Faul (whose resigna- 
tion is now being called for by 
Saba) so he asked Mr. Ed Norris, 
the Director of Student Activities, 
to take the article down. 

Saba and Vahey questioned the 
right of the administration to take 
the article down and felt this was

infringing on their rights. Dr. Bes- 
sire decided to refer this problem 
to the Student Personnel Advisory 
Comimttee, a group of 
and faculty members. 

At the meeting, Saba stated that 
the articles on his board were there 
to stimulate thought among. stu- 
dents and bring them to a higher 
level of learning. He defended his 
board in saying that articles there 
were not placed on the board to 
offend, but to open the eyes of the 
students. 

Outgrown High School 

Vahey again questioned the 
right, not power, of the adminis- 
tration to censor the board, which 
he felt was helping to make MPC 
something more than “an out- 
grown high school.” Mike Bower, 
a student, helped him by asking for 
a real definition of obscenity, ques- 
tioning if the article was obscene, 
When in actuality it might have 
some moral or educational value. 

Vahey was upset by previous al- 
leged censorship of the board by 
Norris. Norris said the articles he

“The main reason that news- 
papers have hired Negro reporters 
is when a ghetto riot breaks out a 
white reporter can’t get near the 
thing,” Bill Greenwell told a mea- 
ger audience at Tuesday’s forum 
on “Race and the Mass Media.” 
Other members of the panel 
were Helen Mitchel, editor of the 
Community Voice, Ted Durein, 
managing editor of the Monterey 
Peninsula Herald and Rod Holm- 
gren, MPC Journalism instructor. 
Durein said that he is interested 
in hiring a Negro reporter as soon 
as he can find one who is qualified. 
“The demand for Negro repor- 
ters is so great that a few papers 
have lowered their requirements to 
meet the need,” he continued. 


Mrs. Mitchel retorted, “Then it 
will be years before you hire a 
Negro because most are training 
themselves to get the only jobs 
available for them 
ment.”

took down before the onanism 
story were libelous and made rash 
statements about many instructors. 
Vahey felt that Norris didn’t have 
the right to take down the article 
when Norris felt it was libelous. 
Vahey felt that one person cannot 
judge and condemn the material 
on the board. 

After listening to a statement 
prepared by a faculty member 
against the material on the board, 
the board came up with a few solu- 
tions. One was a statement defin- 
ing the rights of students. Taken 
from a text on student rights, part 
of it reads “students and organi- 
zations should be free to examine 
and to discuss all questions of in- 
terest to them, and to express opin- 
ions publicly and privately. 

“At the same time, it should be 
made clear to the academic and 
the larger community that in their 
public expressions or demonstra- 
tions students or student organiza- 
tions speak only for themselves.” 

It was also decided that the bul- 
letin boards on campus may be 
made available to any and all arti- 
cles that students wish to place on 
them. 

Saba and Vahey expressed their 
intentions to continue their arti- 
cles even if all of them are torn 
down This week’s board shows 
they meant just that. 

The board has a background of 
Playboy fold-outs and is covered 
with articles dealing with sex in 
different manners. 
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JohnsonCondemns 
Johnson’s Policies 


Russell Johnson, Quaker and re- 
cent visitor to North Vietnam, 
Cambodia, South Vietnam, Thai- 
land, and other Asian countries, 
lectured recently to a large group 
of students and visitors in MPC’s 
Library Patio. The member of the 
American Friends Society Com- 
mittee later answered questions in 
Dr Keach’s Pokt Ser class: 

Johnson spoke as a conscienti- 
ous objector about the Vietnam 
war. He said it is not by accident 
that we are in Vietnam and added, 
“We have an open door policy; we 
open the door to put our foot in 
it.” He called us “citizens of an 
American empire.” He said, “A 
girl in Thailand told me that ‘You 
Americans are doing the worst 
things for the best possible rea- 
son’.” 

Johnson said he felt the US 1s 
in Asia for material reasons and 
that we are there to open the door 
for our interests and to shut the 
door on China. He continued to 
say that the US government set 
up SEATO (when it became ob- 
vious that the French were going 
to lose their war) to continue our 
interests. He said that at that time 
we were underwriting 80 per cent 
of the French effort. He said the 
people we are now fighting are the 
real patriots of Vietnam—the ones 
who fought the Japanese and the 
French to gain independence. He 
also said the generals of the pres- 
ent South Vietnamese government 
studied their trade under the 
French, which is all that needs to 
be said about their patriotism. 

‘bhe WS: has: “Pax Americana 
policy,’ Johnson continued, a pol- 
icy of “preventing wars of libera- 
tion” which he said are revolu- 
tions of the people against the 
power elite which exploit the poor 
people of those countries. ‘“Viet- 
nam is only a testing ground for 
the US against the people’s wars,’ 
he said. He asserted that if we 
fail there, the way will open for 
the people of Bolivia and Brazil 
as well as other oppressed people 
in Asia. 

Johnson said he believes wars of 
liberation take place because of 
the failure of the privileged elite to 
give peasants justice, economically 
and socially. 

Mr. Johnson went on to say that 
Ho Chi Minh chose communism 
as a vehicle for Vietnamese na- 
tionalism. and that he (Johnson) 
regrets that he did not choose a 
Ghandi-type revolution instead. 


“The US cannot be an empire 
any more than other white nations 
have been able to be,’ Johnson 
said. “The United States must 
leave the soil of Vietnam.” He said 
that if defeat appears likely for 
North Vietnam, Red China will 
certainly intervene. 


Johnson said that the US is en- 
dangering Thailand’s progressive 
non-communist society by using 
that country to support our effort 
in Vietnam. He also said the Thais 
are beginning to regret our pres- 
ence there just as the people of 
South Vietnam regret our effort. 


Johnson said that the US fights 
the people’s liberation movement 
in the name of freedom, but has 
done nothing to help the oppressed 
in Greece or Latin America. He 
said this is hypocrisy. 


Questions 


John Elber asked Johnson to 
comment on Viet Cong terrorism 
and on whether Ho Chi Minh had 
been betrayed after WWHII. John- 
son replied by saying that Viet 
Cong terrorism can be compared 
to the French patriots of WWII 
and their terrorism against the 
Nazis. He said the US did not con- 
demin the French, and asked why 
should we condemn the Viet Cong 
patriots action. He said one argu- 
ment against our pulling out of 
South Vietnam is that a bloodbath 


would result. He said that this 
argument is ridiculous because 
there already is a bloodbath in 


South Vietnam. 

Johnson said Ho Chi Minh had 
been betrayed back in 1945 when 
Ho was to have been head of a 
democratic government. He _ said 
the British betrayed Ho by putting 
the French in control instead. 


When asked if the people’s lib- 
eration movement would stop at 
our borders, he replied that we 
must find a solution to the prob- 
lems of the poor and underprivi- 
leged, or we will suffer a revolu- 
tion also. 

He was asked if the US would 
let the people’s liberation move- 
ment continue, would it not in the 
long run be creating East Berlin's 
and Hungary’s. Johnson said that 
once these countries were liberated, 
freedom would evolve. Then came 
the question of why Boris Paster- 
nak’s works were suppressed in 
Russia, and he replied that Russia 
was changing.

Ho Chi Baines Speaks

Instead of American veterans suffering from bad war 
dreams, they will be able to sleep nights, remembering that when the 
communists kicked them in the rear, they turned the other cheek, in a 
true Christ-like fashion. That way we can win the war and go to 
heaven too! Obviously the forces of evil can never last long against 
this kind of revolutionary warfare. 

“This plan must be put into effect at once, because if we continue 
to escalate violently, we will draw China into the war and this will 
lead to the eventual Chinese occupation of the USA. Think about that! 
Why, what would happen to our great western culture? Everybody 
knows that they eat dogs over there.”

Mr. Johnson's Freedom

As I listened to Russell Johnson speak two weeks ago, I thought 
what a great thing it was for someone so opposed to our government's 
views to get up and say exactly what he pleased without fear of 
consequences. 

Johnson received what I thought was a generally warm welcome as 
he condemned the US efforts to defeat the “people’s war of liberation” 
in Vietnam and other areas of the world. Apparently he felt that 
communism would be a better alternative for the people of Vietnam, 
Bolivia, Brazil and India, than the present forms of government in those 
countries. 

Having been to Latin America, I cannot help wonder if initially 
he might be right; I also cannot help wonder if in the long run his 
ideas may be disastrous. I mean this in terms of the peoples of those 
countries and in terms of how this will affect us. An example would 
be the Cuban movement which eventually led to the missile crisis a few 
years ago. 

I believe the ultimate goal of human existence should be expanded 
freedoms for all socio-economic and ethnic groups throughout the 
world. 

Our constitution provides for the freedom of speech, assembly, 
religion, and press, the right to petition the government, as well as 
protection from unreasonable search and seizure, and the right to 
fair trial. Think about these for a moment. 

I assume Russia to be the most progressive large communist nation, 
having some 50 years of existence. Can you imagine a Russian traveling 
around his country lecturing in opposition to his government? Does a 
free press exist there? Is it really a classless society? Do you believe 
there's any active resistance to their draft? Why do you suppose it is 
so difficult for citizens of liberated countries to travel? What do you 
suppose these countries fear? 

We all realize that the Bill of Rights has not given all of us 
the same right and freedoms, but it does provide a basis for achieving 
a good end for all. But the problem is not the government, not the 
Bill of Rights, but the citizens. It is we who determine whether the 
Bill of Rights is real or just a lot of hogwash. We must stop being 
leeches and contribute to society as a whole. We must take an active 
part in our country, both socially and politically. When someone says a 
government is controlled by the rich and powerful, he is correct, but 
only because we are leaving our destiny up to them by our inaction. 
We as Americans must realize that freedom cannot exist unless we 
accept our responsibility toward our fellow men. 

A better way for the United States would be not to’ educate the 
poor of the under-privileged nations, but to educate the “power elite” of 
these nations into realizing their responsibilities to their own people. 

I believe this would be a far better alternative than a Vietnam war. 
If the governments of the “free world” can guarantee a good living 
for their people and provide the rights and freedoms that they as 
human beings are entitled to, then the cause of the “wars of liberation” 
would be removed. 

The only way for us to determine a good future for ourselves and 
for the world is to get up off of our rear ends and work toward the 
future. 

You and I must determine the hows for ourselves. Russell Johnson 
condemns our efforts to stop the “War of Liberation.” I cannot agree 
with this. The present conflict started in Russia at the turn of the 
century. It is not a conflict for territory but rather for the minds of men. 
It is foolish to believe that we can co-exist with the Communist move- 
ment. We are diametrically opposed. Whether there is open conflict or 
not, there will always be the war beneath the surface. It is not a war 
we can win with might. It is a war that we can only win through 
understanding that we all have a responsibility to our fellow men, both 
communist and non-communist. We must become humanists and care 
what happens to others.

Tuition Increase Planned 
For Non-Local Students 


Starting this summer a student 
who comes from out-of-state will 


find it costs more money to attend 
NPG. 


The tuition rate is governed by 
the state on the basis of cost per 
student divided by the average 
daily attendance. 


In the past five years the rate 
has increased from $10.20 per se- 
mester unit to the present figure of 
$12.50, an increase of $2.30. This 
$12.50 will be charged for every se- 
mester unit a student takes up to 
a top of $365 for a two-semester 
period. 

The new policy, suggested by 
the state, has been approved by the 
faculty senate, ASMPC and the 
Board of Trustees. 


As in the past a sudent must be 
18 years of age and hold a high 
school diploma to be eligible for 
admission. He must now be ranged 
in the upper one-half of his high 
school graduating class or he must 
earn a score on a nationally stan- 
dardized academic aptitude test 
which places him in the upper 75 
per cent of entering freshmen. 


Up to now, an out-of-state stu- 
dent only needed a 2.0 grade point 
average and a high school diploma. 

Louise White, Registrar at MPC, 
says, “The tuition fee is intended 
to help pay for the increase in 
costs for serving the out-of-state 
student.” As the amount of money 
spent by MPC increases, so does 
the tuition fee.

Besides showing his high school 
diploma, an out-of-state student 
will also have to transfer his most 


recent grade point averages to the 
registrar before he will be accepted. 


If an out-of-state student has a 
grade point average of less than 2.0 
in the last semester of attendance 
at a different college, his eligibility 
is determined according to MPC 
regulation governing scholastic 
probation and dismissal, As the 
probation regulations stand now, 
any student who receives a grade 
point average below 2.0 is put on 
probation. 


If on the following semester he 
hasn’t brought his average up to 
the minimum 2.0 he is then dis- 
missed a full year with the right to 
reapply after that. 

As Mrs. White said, “We want 
to help and encourage the out-of- 
state student as much as possible, 
but the resident student at MPC 
always comes first.”
